The spokesman said that about’ 
200,000 Communist troops, after 
nine months’ lull in the slege of 
the capital, are attacking and 


have driven to within one mile 
of. the city. . 

“The spokesman admitted it was 
near Communist artillery 
bombardment but he sald that 
most of the shelling was concen~ 
trated on the airfields in the 
Western suburb of the city.

The essential {nets upon which 
he supports his themes are rare- 
ly new, but from time to time 
they must be taken out of isola- 
tion and given thelr proper stress

This Is an important functlon 
of politicnl! leadership and one 
which our present Sociallst rulern 
have unfortunately shown them- 
selves to be gute incapable of 
discharging, Mr. Bevin'’s speeches 
on foreign affairs too often leave 
his audience hopelessly befoxged.

The death of Lord Ulls-water

LIGHTS OF LONDON BECKON AGAIN 


From the day that HemIing 
hung out his first lamp Londas 
lighting spread, evolved, and jm- 
proved, One thousand of} lampx 
lit the streets that Hogarth usd 
lo paint. On great occasions, 
when a royni child was born or 
Nelson wona victory, there would 
bea “general iumination,” which 
meant a candle stuck in- every 
window, 


At last Wellington's success in 
Spain in the early 39th eentury 
was celebrated by Mghting Cari- 
ton House colonnade (now set up 
outside the National Gallery) 
with gas, Str Humphry Davy, 
leading scientist of the age, was 
sure that the place would blow 
up, but within 60 yearr 2.000 
miles of xas-pipe gave Ught to 
Victorian London And by then 


the blur of Thames-sid+ 
ghts the first Impressionist 
painters drew their inspiration 
from Whistler's nocturnes. Anil, 
wandering through the lamplit 
streets of London, the lonely, 
broken men have seen new hopes 
and shaped strange futures fn: 
themselves and for mankind. 
-Marx and Metternich, Talleyrand, 
Napoleon II, and Dr, Sun Yat- 
sen,

They varied with the centuries, 
those Hights of London, But only 
twice have they been dimmed, 

From 1914-18 all 
turned down. Along the river 
they were blackened on the side 
that faced the. waler. 


In 1939 they were put out. And 
they have only come back slowly. 
“TH AURUSE 1948-London was hit 
with half her peace-time power, 
From then till now with three 
quarters. 


But London -was not always 
brightly lit. It was not always Iit 
at all, The year that followed 
Agincourt saw the first stree! 
lights glow In. London. King 
Henry V. commanded = every 
householder to hang out a horn 
lantern every night between All- 
Hatlows (November 1) and 
Candlemas (February 2). But the 
order was slackly enforced and 
Beldom obeyed. 


It was ‘only in the reign of 
Charles IJ. that London was first 
fystematically lit (by private en- 
terprise), when the King gave 
Edward Heming a paten’ to hang 
& lantern in front of every tenth 
door between 6 o'clock In the 
evening and midnight every 
moonicss night from Lady Day to 
Michaelmas. 


Oddly, the Restoration birthday 
of London lighting coincided in 
its date with the restoration uf 
full lighting to London nearly 300 
years after.

New Styles Sought 


Ninety years ago the first elec- 
tric Inmp was sect up on West- 
minster Bridge. And now new 
forms of city lighting are debated 
and discussed. . 


There are plans to floodlight 
sstreets with giunt reflectors, to 
light them upwards with wired 
tubes Inid below the kerb. Or 
downwards from — scarchlights 
placed jn luminous barrage bal- 
loons, 

But London's ten millions are 
not much interested in the lights 
of tomorrow. To sce the Hghts 
of yesterday fo up again fs thrill 
enough for them.

To New York 


‘(New York was recently the 
scene of a medical experiment and 
the arrival of a first shipment of 
“Eyes by Air.” 


The eyes—a pair of human cyes 
jJeft as a gift to medicine by an 
unknown Mexican donor—are 
being used te stock New “York'n 
now Eye Bank. 


Rushed from hospital to airport 
in 2 hermetically-sealed container 
directly after the denth of the 
donor, the eyes were placed aboard 
an Eastern Airlines Constellation 
and flown to New York. There a 
Red Cross ambulance picked them 
up and hurried them to the Eye 
Bank. ; 


Now ‘the eyes that were once a 
Mexican's belong to someone else. 
“It- in necessary’ explain. the 
doctors “to replant cyes within 72 
hours of the death of the donor.”

[eee it does not necessarily 
mean he or she is suffering from 
anacmia. Even doctors are 
sometimes taken in by the per- 
son who looks bloodless «yet 
whose blood, on testing, is found 
to be normal.

In pernicious anaemia thors mav 
be tingling of the fect and fingers, 
dus to associated disease of tho 
nerves, 

The first group symptoms Is ex- 
plained by the fact that tho oxy- 
gen-carrying power of the dloud 
ly reduced so that insufficlent 
reaches tho tissues. In an attempt 
to relieve - this the heart beats 
quicker and the lungs work at a 
higher rate.. . '

Failure may bo duo to insutticlent 
being prescribed, or the patient 
being unable to absorb an avernge 
amount from the intestines.

This development is being fos- 
tered by the craze for female 
beaulles with dainty chins and 
pouting thouth, na developmicnt 
you can see for yourself by look- 
Ing around or, better still, by 
examining the photographs ‘ot 
girla who win modern beauty 
contests. : 

Nearly all the winners hove 
the same tiny chins and slightly 
protruding teeth. 

Strapping {cllows with masslve 
square jJaws—jaws that afford 
space for tecth to grow properly 
—-choos¢ these “rabbit chin” 
mates, and along come Increasing 
numbers of “rabbit chin” chil- 
dren whose jaws are so small 
that healthy teeth ~ have to be 
removed to give the others room. 

You sce those results around 
you—people with wenk chins, 
people with one or two over- 
crowded teeth sticking fang-like 
out of thelr gums, 

uring the war, when tHe chil- 
dren began to fet special milk 
supplies, there was a marked 
improvement in their teeth, and 
we put it down to the milk. 

But since more sweetstuffs have 
become avaitable there is just ag 
much dental decay among school 
children as ever, and we now 
realise that it was the reduced 
amounts of — sticky sweetstuffs, 
more than the extra milk, that 
was doing the trick, 

We would all have better den- 


tol health ifwe paid more atten- 
tlon to brushing the gums (with 
a soft brush) than to brushing 
the tecth, and there would be a 
lot less pyorrhea if that was 
done, . 
We forget that Nature never 
Intended teeth to bea regarded as 
decoration. She intended them 
for gnawing bones and bark 
{rom trees, uses which wore the 
teeth down and rubbed awny the 
parts that are Hable to decay and 
kept the teeth and gums strong 
and healthy, a 

Very little progress has been 
made in the matter of building 
better tecth by specinl aids. 

Tests with the substance called 


fluorine, however, are encourayz-" 


ing and there is a strong case for 
adding small quantities of fuor- 
ine to public water supplies, 
But tests so far have shown 
that while fluorine appears to 
give young people sounder . tecth 
up ta the age of 15 or so, after 
that age those who have hid 
fluorine get ns much decay as 
those who have not. Z 
New tests are also being made 
to learn about the bacteria which 
attack our tecth. It has been 
shown that if you remove a de- 
caying human tooth and implant 
lt in a monkey's jaw the decay 
will continue, but if you implant 
it in a dog's jaw the deeny stops 
almost immediately. No doubt the 
saliva, arising from Its dict, in a 
dog's mouth kills the bacteria. 


From Outside 


Decay, with its attendant tor- 
tures of toothnche and the den- 
tists’s drill and forceps, always 
attacks our teeth from the out- 
side, usually from food waste 
that has ludged between the 
tecth, And that brings us te 
clalms recently made by the 
American dentist Dr. Bernhard 
Gottlich, 

Us treatment is to shut out 
the attacking bacteria by encasing 
the teeth in a transparent rock- 
hoard fim, First he coats the 
teeth with a solution of zinc 
chloride, and then hardens that 
coal by applying a solution of 
potassium ferro-cyanide,

CONDUCTOR’S ART 

To many, the conductor of an or- 
chestra [s an individual who forms an 
essential—almost .traditlonal—-part of 
any orchestral or choral concert. Ac- 
cording to taste, he may be cither 
immaculate in tails or an “arty” Bohe- 
mian, complete with -long hair and 
floppy-bow tic. In point af actual fact, 
the latter type is no moro than a fice 
tional ‘invention, giving endless material 
for burlesque, I-agree, but ‘none the 
less not+4 true-to-life type. 

What does a conductor do? In the 
answer to that question must Ile many 
facets of musical art, many fine polnts 
which defy on adequate written des- 
cription. First’ and foremost, he inter- 
prets the music of the composer. By 
50 doing, not only does he observe the 
allegrog and andantes, or “‘cue in” the 
brass at exactly the right time, but, 
more than that is involved. If he js a 
conducter of calibre, he will, by. some 
rocans, impress .his ‘personality, his 
ideas, his approach to the music. The 
sum total of all his cfforts. in this 
digection is conveniently gathered into 
the one word—interpretation. Possibly. 
the use of this word Js not as happily 
employed here as it might be, since a 
‘charge’ of ambiguity, may well be 
sustained afainst me. For to the non- 
lover of music, the conductor is but a 
graceful substitute for a metronome, 
a mere automaton. who waves his 
hands, arms and body in a most im- 
pressive fashion, but is, after all, only 
ime an make sure 
every member of the orchestra finishes 
at the-same time! 
.The conductor's 


role falls. very 


broadly into two distinct classifications ~ 


—rehearsal- and performance. Each is 
“a perfect complementary of the other, 
for quite surely there can be no per- 
formance without rehearsal ond no 
‘ pehearsal. without performance. The 
true ground-work of the conductor is, 
of course, undertaken during the re- 
hearsal period. Here is the time When 
his ideas can be put over, stressed and 
re-stressed until the {deal is achieved. 
Note it may only be the’ conductor’s 
ideal, which can be a very different 
thing from the composer’s! ede 
Not all_the talents of the indlyiduals 
comprising the orchestra can alleviate 
- the sorrows ond tribulations of under- 
rehearsal. The conductor must, there- 
fore, have a very thorough working 
knowledge of alY the-instruments of 
the orchestra, with an adequate ap- 
Ppreciation, to say the very least, of 
the technical difficulties required to be 
, overcome in any particular passage. 
“YZ, on such octasions, the conductor 
4s unable to formulate or communicate 
to his players any idea of what-is re- 
quired, it is obvious that any meri: 
torious-pefformance {s out of the'ques~ 
tion. In brief, the conductor must, be 
a man of pa ablo at all times to 
explain the music in-terms of the in- 
sstrumentalist he is addressing, It re- 
suires, therefore, but a small ‘stretch 
of Imagination for.the reader: to realise 
that the perfect conductor—completcly 
-equipped—is about as chimerical as the 
phoenix, since one lifetime is all too 
brief a span. for a man to acquire a

Service In France 


Sidney James Frederick Doy 
ebout 30 years of age, and 
formerly of Shirland Road, Pad- 
dington, ‘joined the Grenadier 
Guards in 19937, and served with 
the First Battalion Jn France in 
the carly stages of the wer, was 
wounded and taken prisoner ut 
Dunkirk. 


The lot of the blinded pri- 
soner’ of war In Germany was 
not a happy one at first; but 
when Lord) Normanby, also a 
prisoner of war who was wound- 
ed in the foot, began to interest 
himself in) the welfare of the 
British blinded prisoners Oo” war, 
conditions changed, He secured 
the collection of the blinde} men 
In one camp and quite, a num- 
ber of privileges for them. These 
included the supply through the 
offices of St. Dunstan's and the 
British Red Cross. of tratile in- 
struction books and material, 


“Sid" Doy was one of these 
boys who, ultimately repatriated, 
came to St. Dunstan's Training 
Centre in 1943. He knew a cer- 
tain umount of braille reading 
und writlIng and also how to 
typewrite and decided, between 
the voids caused by several 
operations, to tnke up tndustry 
in the machine shop at the 
Training Centre. He is of a 
chgerful disposition and pos 
sesses a happy temperament and 
a determination to overcome the 
handicap of blindness. Thus he 
qualified as a capstan lathe 
operator, and in January Inst 
yoar entered the service of the 
Southern Region, British Rail- 
ways, in that capacity.

The suggestion of a blinded 
man working a machine was 
received not ‘Without some 
temerity, Mrz Finch told me, 
.Doy, In fact, is the first blind. 
ed man te enter the machine 
shops of the Southern Reglon. 
Ho was an “experiment” which 
management ‘and fellow work- 


him back afterwards, In several 
instances requests have been 
made voluntarily by members -of 
the shop, to arljust times and 
shifts, that he, or they, may be 
able to render some service to 
Doy.
